WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The 
U.S. Corps of Engineers today 
proposed a budget of $71,907 
million for new and continuing 
projects in Ohio during fiscal 
1973. 
The proposals were contained 
in the administration's budget 
submitted to Congress today. 
Largest single project pro­ 
posed by the Corps would see 
SI4.7 million go to flood control 
on Alum Creek Lake for con­ 
struction. 
The Hannibal lx>cks and Dam 
project which Ohio shares with 
West Virginia 
would 
receive 
$14.5 million under the budget. 
Other Ohio 
items 
included 
$6.4 million for construction at 
Ceaser Creek Lake, $100,000 for 
flood control planning at Chilli­ 
cothe, $4.5 million in construc­ 
tion funds for the Clarence J. 
Brown Dam and Reservoir, $4.7 
million for flood control con­ 
struction at East Fort Lake, 
$60,000 for flood control plan­ 
ning at Lakeview' Park at Lo­ 
rain and $225,000 for planning 
at Mill Creek. 
Also, $236,000 for construction 
at North Branch. Kokosing Riv­ 
er Lake. $3.98 million for con­ 
struction at Paint Creek Lake, 
$500,000 would go for land ac­

Cattle Lice Steal Profits

Lice infested cattle fail to eat 
properly, lose weight and cost 
the producer profits. 
Cattle lice populations build 
up in late fall and continue to 
do so throughout the winter and 
early 
spring, 
according 
to 
Extension Entomologist William 
F. 
Lyon of The Ohio State 
U n i v e r s i t y . 
Lice 
occur 
especially 
where 
cattle 
are 
present in large numbers or in 
crowded, unsanitary conditions, 
he adds. 
Normally, 
lice 
arc 
more 
prevalent on underfed, poorly 
housed cattle. However, those 


first noticed. Uncontrolled, lice 
spread quickly to other animals, 
infesting practically the entire 
herd. 
Some symptoms, says Lyon, 
are

Cattle become weak and are 
less able to stand cold weather 
or resist diseases.

“ Many farm ers are asking if 
these new sign-up dates mean 
program changes are in the 
offering. I don’t think anybody 
yet knows. 
The 
planting in­ 
tentions report will be carefully 
studied and evaluated. I 
sup­ 
pose there is a possibility that 
unforeseen factors 
will 
show 
up,” added Stump, chairm an of 
the 
P i c k a w a y 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Conservation (A SO Committee. 
The special planting intentions 


report 
will 
be 
the 
first in­ 
dication on a national scale of 
what farm ers are planning for 
1972 in the light of 1971 crop 
marketings. 
In 1971, under a corn blight 
threat which didn’t materialize, 
farm ers planted and harvested 
a record corn crop. Wheat and 
feed grain production wasn’t far 
behind and for farm ers who had 
to sell at harvest, prices were 
too low’.

The 1972 set-aside program

Because o f pro miscuo us lo v e affairs 
ascribed to a temperamental nature 
he 
was 
giv en 
an 
ecclesiastical 
reprimand which 
resulted in 
his 
beco ming a free thinker and perio dic 
drinker. But the public finally fo rgav e 
and fav o red him. after publicatio n o f 
his first bo o k o f po etry in 17 86 when 
he was 27 y ears o f age. 
In his y o uth Burns wo rked o n a farm 
his father rented, arduo us to il by which 
his health was undermined. While y et 
frail lie tried sev eral o ther way s to 
make 
a 
liv ing, 
including 
“ flax 
dressing“ 
and 
serv ing 
as 
an 
“ ex ­ 
ciseman. ' o r co llecto r o f duties, but 
nev er abando ning his co nv iv ial habits 
o r so ngwriting. 


With all his priv atio ns, rev ersals and 
rebuffs o f fo rtune, Burns was nev er 
giv en to melancho ly . Acco rding to his 
self analy sis he was a man o f “ pride 
and passio n". A friend o nce said o f 
him that “ life at its grimmest was 
fun to Bo bby Burns.”

becoming a free thinker and periodic 
drinker. Rut the public finally forgave 
and favored him, after publication of 
his first book of poetry in 1786 when 
he was 'll y e a rs of age. 


In his youth Burns worked on a fa rm 
his father rented, arduous toil by which 
his health vvas underm ined. While yet 
frail he tried several other ways to

WASHINGTON (AP) - Moti­ 
vated by equal parts of eco­ 
nomic self-interest and diplo­ 
matic considerations, the Nixon 
administration is increasing its 
emphasis on science and tech­ 
nology as a major part of U.S. 
foreign policy. 
This is good news to the State 
Department officials who deal 
in the area and who feel, as ex­ 
pressed last year by Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers, 
that: 
“ In the area of science awd 
technology we are operating in 
an 
international 
environment, 
both because we want to and 
because we have to.” 
President Nixon’s upcoming 
message on technology and re­ 
search is expected to contain 
large portions dealing with sci­ 
ence and foreign affairs to im­ 
plement his earlier statements 
on the subject. 
Last year, for instance, be 
said 
technology 
and 
science 
have created new opportunities 
and problems that “constitute 
life. The greatest importance 
attaches to our performance in 
this new dimension, for upon it 
rests much of the hope for a 
better future.*’ 
One aspect of carrying out 
this determination is the role of 
20 scientific attaches who serve 
at embassies in nations with 
major Interests in science. 
The attaches arc in Washing­ 
ton now for a review of their 
work and how it touches on 
U.S. foreign policy. An exam­ 
ination 
of 
their 
agenda 
in­ 


dicates the areas now consid­ 
ered most important. 
These include a strong em­ 
phasis 
on 
environment, 
eco­ 
nomic stimulation, space ex­ 
ploration, narcotics control and 
atomic energy. 
One example of how science 
and diplomacy are intertwined 
is uranium enrichment. By 1985 
nuclear power plants through­ 
out the world are projected to 
reach a production of 560,000 
megawatts against the current 
8,400 megawatts.
